Denver, Colo, June 13,1 think the
war s nearly over” said CGovernor
Peabody today, “I have news from
General Bell that the Cripple Creek

mines are open and running today
There 18 no news of any further trou-
ble or any likellhood of any.”

Governor Peabody sent the following
reply to n message recelved from the
Industrinl Counell of Kansas City con-
demning hils action:

"“I'he fact that your councll endorses
assassipations, train wreoking and dy-
namiting by the lawless element In the
Cripple Creek district but proves the
necessity for my present action In sup-
pressing all such from the soll of Colo-
rade. Pecome wise before you atlempt
to teach”

Sheriit Bell at Cripple Creek thia aft-
ernoon sent out two heavily armed and
mounted posses through the country
wast of that city. It was reported to

him that & number of men had gone
out and were seoreted at ranches in
that locallty, It is said that for the
past two days teams have been coming
inte Anaconda and hauling oul arms
and ammunition. It is sald the men
in that vieinity are heavily armed, and,
if that im true, another battle may be
looked for.

All day rumors were current that
a number of men deported Iast week
would return here today, but wso far
none has been found.

The deportation train scheduled to
leave here today will not get away be-
fore tomorrow. The deported men may
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be ment fo the borders of Wyoming,
New Mexico, Nebraska or Kansas,

The Rio Grande has officlally pro-
tested agninst sending them to Utah.
There are between 76 and 100 men
marked for deportation,

Have No Information.

8t. Petersburg, June 13.—No infor-
mation has reached the genernl stafl
today regarding the reported ambush-
fng of the ROssians at Pulantien, as
a reault of which they were alleged to
have lost 800 men. The only thing of
the least significance In thia connec-
tion l# a short dispatch récalved from
General Karkevitch, sent June 13, the
day the battle is sald to have occurred.
Karkevitch does not mention the Pu-
lantien fight, of which the authorities
presume he would have heard had it
occurred. His dispatch only covered
the svents up to the preceding day.
General news from the southenr part
of Llao Tung peninsula is of the scan-
tiest, and In the absence of official
news the officlals here are not inclined
to speculate as to the situation.

Up to a late hour tenight, nothing
further had been heard from Port Ar-
thur.

Reports of continuous skirmishing
along the ruilwaﬁ south of Vafandlen
dare tuken to show that the Cossacks
are keeping the Japanese busy In pro-
tecting thelr rear. While heavy fight-
ing Is not regarded as imminent, a
more or less sevare brush with the en-
emy 18 likely at any time.

Japs Are Preparing.

Liao Yang, June 18—The Japanese

are reported to be fortifying Laodun
(which cannot be located on avallable
maps) and along the rallway from Pu-
lantien to Tandsafan. A strong guard
has occupled Siu Yen. A Japanese
scout troop has been seen on the Kal-
ping road. Kuroki remains at Fen-
wangcheng, where the fortifications
have been strengthened. The Japanese
bave retired from Saimatze.
The Japanese army In Manchuria Is
sald to be exceedingly short of sup-
plles, for which they are wholly de-
pendent upon water transportation to
the mouth of the Yalu and to Taku-
shan. All is qulcet at Nluchwang.
